“United States Steel has not
raised its prices, generally, this
vear; yet the cost of many of
the major ingredients of steel
making has gone up enormously,
When we found it necessary,
last December, to announce a
very modest price increase,
amounting to LESS THAN §4
PER TON, it caused an outburst
that nearly blew the new roof
off of Congress; yet so far this
year, the price of tin—for ex.
ample—~has gone up A THOU:
SAND DOLLARS A TON, and I
haven't heard a peep out of any:
body.

COST DEPENDS ON SIZE
“Just what a wage increase
would cost depends, of course,
on its size; but the cost to U. 8.
Steel of a 156-cents-per-hour raise

of a 15.cent raise would be about
